PROPERTY INCREASE $25,000,000

Advance in Assessments Said to Be
Far Below Last Year's, and
Councilmen Worry

Intimations that the Board of Revision
of Taxes |ls preparing to sllew only a
$25,000,000 increase In property valuations
for the coming year Is causing some ap-
prohension omong the councllmanic
leaders, !

The municipal fAnanclers of the Organ-
jzution, commilted to a §1 tax rate, will
have troublesome problems to solve dur-
Ing the ensulng year, making the ocur-
rent revenues keep pace with expendi-
tures.

It s pointed out that, if the Board of
Revision of Toaxes allows only a $25,000.000
Increase in assessments, the amount will
be less than half the Increase allowed
lnsl year and far below the Increase ai-
lowed during preceding years. The ad-
ditlonal revenue afforded by the compir-
alively slight increase will not come near
to meoting the additionsl municipal ex-
penditures necessary.

He has heard the news of the Intest
calamity in his lte of hardehip. The
city envies him the pittance he derives
from the nowsstand he conducis in the
south corridor under City Fall and wanis
to take part of his “fortune” from him.

FRIENDE T0 THE REBCUE.

An order lssued by the Bureauw of City
Property calls for blds for the privilege
of conducting stande under the Publie
Bulldings, But the carnings of the men
are so amall that they say it 18 impoansible
to pay anything for the privilege, and {f
the city Insists in carrying out its Inten-
tion, they say, they will be driven out of
business.

Fortunately, however, for the two crip-
plea, thelr friends are aroused to the se-
riousness of their plight and have an-
nounced that they will rally to thelr
defense. Miller originally obilained per-
mikslon to stand there through Benator
Edwin H. Vare, and the latter declures
he will do all In his power to prevent
the man from belng driven from business,

“I will go to see Director Forter,” the
Bonator sald yemterday, “‘and seo what
can be done. And If the clty won't allow
them to stand there I will help them bid
or else enabie them to get permbaion to
stand elsewhere. They cannot afford to
pay anything for stands of so0 little
vilue,"

Miller, who is 81 yoars old, was asked
whether he intended to bid for the privi-
lege L

“How ean I bid anything?" he asked In
his soft tones, tinged with the faintest
trace of n German accent. T earn hardly
a dollar & day here.”

HAS BEEN BLIND 12 YEARS

Miller is the father of seven children.
He has been blind 12 years. For five of
those yenrs he availed himself of the
charity of the city hospitals and tried o
be cured, For the Iast six years he huw
maintained his stand. Before he started
to work his wife was forced to go out
every day to earn enough to keop them
from starvation. Now he is afrald she
will again have to return to the old hard-
shipn.

"Why do they want to Intsrfere with
two old eripplen™' Miller asked. *'1 have
trouble enough as it n. T get here at 5
In the morning and giay until 6 at night.
Sometimes when | g0 home I am so tired
in the knees I can hardly wall. There
no money in It. My son has to bring me
here and stop for me to take me home.
That's 20 cents carfare a day.

“There are nine of us In the family.
Two of my daughters are almost blind.
Four of the chlidren work, but they maks
so Netle—$18 In all. Tt is hard to live, for
there I rent and food and clothes, It In
hard for nine people to Hve on that They
haven't given ua notice yet. They might
at Jeast tell us that we are going to be
put eul

“Thousands of people pans here every
day, and oniy a few of them ever stop
to buy a paper or a postcard.” Hers a
man Interrupted him to ask for two
nickles for a dime. Miller gave It to
him. *"See.” he went on, "that's all some
perople think I'm here for—accommoda-
tiom. Nobody realizves what 1 am up
ugainst"

EARNINGE ARE MEAGRE.

Onee Miller was & tallor and made
enongh to support his family In comfort
Then his eyes went back on him and his
troubles commenced. Now he sees noth-
ing but misfortune in store for him,

“What can I do #f they drive me out
of huers™ he askse.
